TOWN WARRANT 


The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Appleton Acad- 
emy Auditorium in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the 
12th day of March, next, at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
budget, to raise as estimated therein the necessary 
funds to transact the town’s business for the ensuing 
year. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To hear reports of all committees and take ac- 
tion relating thereon. : 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1200.00 for a resident physician. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the Town through Tax Collector's deeds. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $700.46 for TRA. By so doing, the 
State will contribute $4669.71. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
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priate the sum of $5,000.00 to rebuild, cap and/or oil a 
section or sections of highway within the town, selec- 
tion of location or locations to be made by a committee 
of five persons, consisting of the selectmen, and road 
agent, and some impartial citizen chosen by the other 
four, this sum to be the only appropriation for such 
work this year, or take any action thereon. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum not exceeding $5,400.00 for the purpose of making 
improvements to the following Class V roads within the 
Town; Road No. 71— Back Ashby Road. Such sum to 
be raised through the issuance of bonds or notes under 
and in compliance with the provisions of Chapter 83, 
Laws of 1951 as amended by Chapter 31, Laws of 1953, 
and to authorize the Selectmen to determine the date 
and place of payment of such bonds or notes and to de- 
termine the rate of interest thereon, and to take such 
other steps as may be necessary to negotiate such bonds 
or notes as shall be to the best interests of the Town of 
New Ipswich. 


11. To see if the Town would vote to repair the 
road along the recreation field, past the Legion Hall, 
to the end of the premises or stone wall. The road needs 
four inches of gravel and to be topped off with Farmer's 
mix which is a permanent finish, the distance 2/10 of 
a mile. To raise and appropriate $650.00 or take any 
action thereon. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Municipal Court in accordance with the provisions of 
Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 502, and appropri- 
ate funds ($200.00 for salary and $50.00 for supplies ) 
to defray expenses or take any action thereon. 


13. To see if the Town will authorize the Town to 
investigate the possibilities of repairing the Town Hall, 


installing heat and in general bringing it back into 
usable condition, or take any action thereon. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Commission of five members, to be appointed by the 
Selectmen, to determine if there are areas of New Ips- 
wich where zoning might be necessary and/or desir- 
able, and to study the advisability and legality of zon- 
ing for those areas. Said Commission to report its rec- 
ommendations to the Town at the Town Meeting of 
1958, or take any action thereon. 


15. To see if the Town will take action relating to 
the following report, as provided by the vote of the 
Town under Article 26 of the Warrant of 1956. The 
following arrangement for securing Cemetery lots here- 
after is submitted for your consideration. Residents 
wishing a burial lot may secure a four burial lot for 
Twenty dollars, a half lot for Ten dollars. Non-residents 
shall pay Sixty dollars for a four burial lot and Thirty 
dollars for a half lot. 


All money received from sale of lots hereafter shall 
be invested as a fund, the income therefrom to be used 
for the care of the Town Cemeteries. The Fund so cre- 
ated may be used at some future date to purchase or 
improve any land now or then owned by the Town for 
more burial lots. 


Burial lots held by former residents unused or im- 
proved, who have been Non-resident for over Two 
years, may be declared vacant by the unanimous vote 
of the Cemetery Committee and any money they have 
paid be returned to them. 


16. To see what action the Town will take to reme- 
dy the flood water conditions at the Bridge near resi- 
dence of Charles Dignan. The brook needs widening 
and a bigger bridge or another bridge built. And to 
raise and appropriate fifteen hundred dollars ($1500. ) 
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for the work and materials, or take any action relating 
thereto. 


17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500.00 to be used in the development, 
maintenance and supervision of the recreation field, or 
take any action therein, and to choose one member onto 
committee to serve for five years. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1200.00 to be used to erect a perma- 
nent chain link fence around the swimming pool area 
at the Memorial Playground, or take any action there- 
on. 


19. To see if the Town will vote that beginning 
with the annual Town Meeting of 1958 and thereafter, 
the elected members of the Recreation Commission to 
be chosen by Australian Ballot and included on the 
ballot used to choose the other town officers. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Recreation Field Committee, as duly elected, to man- 
age and direct the area known as the Recreation Field, 
or take any action thereon. 


21. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) to be used 
to defray the expenses of making and erecting signs at 
the beginning of each road or street in the Town of New 
Ipswich, and choose a committee of five to be in charge 
of this work, or take any action thereon. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for rental and maintenance 
of the Page Hill Dump. This is an increase of $150.00, 
due to more dumping and very slack dumping. If the 
Town leases or rents this dump, in so doing they will 
assume all responsibility such as fire or mishap and 
plow out snow so it can be used year round. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $201.00 (1/100th of 1% of the valua- 
tion of the Town) to the Monadnock Region Associa- 
tion of Southwestern New Hampshire for issuance and 
distribution of printed matter, newspaper and magazine 
advertising, and by other means calling attention to the 
resources and natural advantages of the Town, in co- 
operation with the other thirty-seven towns of the Mon- 
adnock Region. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate funds for Civil Defense or take action thereon.

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FURNACE BROOK FLOOD PROBLEM

Dear Mr. Toko: 


This is to confirm certain observations made by 
Mr. D. J. Shanahan of this office during a reconnaissance 
of the Furnace Brook watershed in the areas adjacent 
to Temple Road and Old Tenney Road, New Ipswich, 
New Hampshire. 

Above Temple Road and between Temple Road 
and Old Tenney Road, Furnace Brook meanders 
through broad, flat meadows. There is very little slope 
to the streambed and the banks are only two to three 
feet above the streambed. 

The watershed above New Ipswich is generally 
steep. Storms over this area have a very short period 
of concentration and runoff is rapid. When flood flows 
on Furnace Brook enter the meadows above and below 
Temple Road, they are slowed by the lack of sufficient 
streambed slope and build up, spreading over the 
meadows. The problem is further complicated by re- 
stricted waterway openings at Temple Road and Old 
Tenney Road. 

The elimination of the build-up of flood waters in 
the meadows would require a major project of channel 
excavation and protective works from Temple Road to 
a point considerably below Old Tenney Road for a total 
distance in excess of one-half mile. The prime purpose 
of such a project would be to increase the natural 
stream slope and thereby the channel discharge capaci- 
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ty. The benefits to be achieved do not appear to justify 
such a major expenditure. 

Straightening and widening of Furnace Brook in 
the 0.3 mile between Temple Road and Old Tenney 
Road would be beneficial in passing minor flows but 
would have little effect on major flows. 

Some reduction in flood stages in the meadows 
at reasonable cost may be obtained by increasing the 
waterway areas at Temple Road and Old Tenney Road 
and by clearing and widening the channel just down- 
stream from Old Tenney Road to a point where the 
slope of the stream is sufficient to carry the water away 
within the banks. 

It should be borne in mind that these meadows 
constitute a natural flood plain. Further construction 
of dwelling units on the fringe of the meadows does 
not appear advisable.

REPORT OF 
THE SPECIAL ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMITTEE 


The Electric Light Committee, as voted under 
Article 24 of the Town Meeting Warrant of 1956, after 
organizing, secured Mr. Chester F. Buckley as the en- 
gineer to make the engineering study of the Town's 
cee light system and make recommendations on 
sources of power, distribution and rates. 

The main question before this committee was the 
advisability of securing a right of way through Green- 
ville to secure our power direct from the Public Service 
Company. This was the first question put to the en- 
gineer who was asked to estimate the cost of the line 
to the town. 

Mr. Buckley estimated the cost to be $46,500 and 
annual cost of maintenance to be $5,150. He did not rec- 
ommend that this line be built now since we would 
lose money on it until the year 1959 or 1960. From then 
on it would show a steady growing profit. 

The second question submitted to the engineer was: 
Shall we continue to buy our power from the Green- 
ville Electric Company? 

To answer this question the engineer made a care- 
ful study of our system and of the facilities of the 
Greenville Electric Company. He learned that Mr. Taft 
will soon be prepared to furnish this town with a 
stepped up voltage of 4160, 3 phase 4 wire supply. This 
increased voltage will hea be distributed to junction 
points in the auehls districts of New Ipswich. This 
higher voltage will increase the load capacity of our 
present wires by 75 percent. The cost of this change- 
over on our part is estimated to be $7,000. This ex- 
penditure of $7,000 and change-over to 4160 volts 
would be required to furnish adequate service to all of 
New Ipswich regardless of our source of power. 

Mr. Buckley recommended the above change as 
our best solution to the power problem. 
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To the question of generating our own power by 
Diesel engines he said that method would be more ex- 
pensive than the purchased power. 

On the idea of a generator of our own to be used to 
skin the peak load down, he found that this was also 
too expensive. He did advise an off peak load be devel- 
oped with off peak meters. 

The Engineer made a study of the rates charged 
and billing methods as follows: 

1. Residences should be charged for excess demands 
and billed each two months when the meter is read, 
and off peak meters installed for off peak usages. 

2. Small commercial users should have a charge 
for excess demands. 

3. The large industrial users’ rates must have a 
standard rate with allowance for off peak use. 

4, The town should pay for lights on streets and in 
all its buildings, fire alarm, etc. 

5. Each street light to cost $18.00 for a 1000 Lumen 
lamp on a basis of 4000 hours per year. 

6. Fair tax should be collected from the electric de- 
partment as though privately owned. 

With a few suggestions regarding the records and 
an adequate stock room at the garage with a small 
office room he finished his report with an estimated 
chart of the plant’s growth till 1965.

meet the ever increasing demand for more service. 

The committee feels that this engineering survey of 
our electric plant answered many questions and 
brought valuable facts and information to your Com- 
mission, the Committee, and the Town. 

The complete report of the engineer will be placed 
in the New Ipswich Library where it may be examined 
by anyone who wishes to study its details.

Your town dump has been set up for your personal 
convenience. It provides a suitable place where you 
can dispose of the large amounts of dangerous, inflam- 
mable waste material and other useless items which 
accumulate around your household and local stores, 
brush, etc., cut on your property. The town dump has 
become a valuable and indispensable asset in modern 
community life. 

The most successful town dumps are supervised — 
regular days provided for their use and inflammable 
material consistently burned. The town dump which 
receives no attention, where waste material is scattered 
about without supervision of any description, soon be- 
comes a community menace and a liability rather than 
an asset. 

Many people still burn debris around their homes. 
A large number of such fires get out of control causing 
unnecessary damage and expense to the burner.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich: 


I respectfully submit my tenth annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

The Central School opened this fall with three 
changes in the staff. Mrs. Myrtie Kullgren, teacher of 
grade 1, resigned to accept a position in Peterborough 
al was replaced by Mrs. Olive Fullam of Brattleboro, 
Vermont. Mrs. Fullam is a graduate of Keene eee her 
College and has had many years of experience, the most 
recent being in Stoddard, N. H. Mrs. Barbara Hedman, 
who taught grade 6 last year, resigned to accept a teach- 
ing position in English and Languages at the Academy. 
She was replaced by Mrs. Lillian Maynard of Temple. 
Mrs. Maynard is a graduate of the University of N. H. 
and has done graduate work in elementary education at 
Keene Teachers College and Fitchburg Teachers Col- 
lege. Last year she taught the middle grade room in 
Greenville. Mrs. Bertha Parhiala resigned her position 
of teaching grade 3 in June for personal reasons and 
was replaced by Mrs. Myrtle Kangas. Mrs. Kangas is 
a graduate of Duluth Teachers College and is return- 
ing to teaching after several years of absence. She serv- 
ed several years on the New Ipswich School Board and 
has done substitute teaching over the past several years. 
The balance of the staff remains the same as in the past 
few years. 

We are indeed fortunate in being able to retain a 
stable corps of experienced teachers at the Central 
School, thereby assuring that the common goals and 
philosophies of our school retain a continuity of pur- 
pose. Constant change in staff is not good for the 
teachers, parents or pupils. 

When school opened this fall, because of the large 
enrollment in grade 3, we had to organize one class- 
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room as a combined grade room housing all of grade 2 
and part of grade 3. This organization was carefully 
structured to insure the most efficient and economical 
working conditions for the pupils and the teacher. Ex- 
perience has indicated that a multiple graded room can 
be handled efficiently if the degree of heterogeneity of 
the pupils is reduced as much as possible. This has been 
done, and is working very well. 

It appears that next year a similar organization will 
continue in at least one room, and perhaps two, if the 
incoming first grade is larger than contemplated. The 
above organization would permit room enrollments 
ranging from approximately 23 to 80. The School 
Board, in carefully studying the situation, decided that 
this would not affect the educational efficiency of our 
program, and that it would be more economical than 
setting up the seventh room with another teacher. 

A study of our projected school census indicates that 
the seventh room and seventh teacher at the Central 
School will not be necessary until after 1961-62. How- 
ever, the rapid growth in New Ipswich could easily and 
quickly change this picture. Every year we experience 
a few more pupils entering the first grade than we an- 
ticipate. 

Each year we place special emphasis in one subject 
area, yet keeping a proper balance in the other areas 
of learning. This year our emphasis has been placed in 
the area of elementary science. An extension course in 
“Teaching Science in the Elementary School” was of- 
fered to the teachers of Supervisory Union No. 63 at 
Wilton through the cooperation of Keene Teachers Col- 
lege, as part of our in-service- training program for our 
teachers. Several of our teachers participated. 

Last spring we offered a course in “Children’s Liter- 
ature, the objective of which was to re-acquaint the 
banchers with children’s classics and acquaint them with 
good contemporary children’s books, so they can better 
direct the reading habits and tastes of the children. 
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These courses are made available to the teachers 
for the express purpose of keeping our teachers and 
their teaching techniques in tune with the times. The 
New Ipswich teachers have participated to a high de- 
gree in these in-service-training courses and they are to 
be commended for their interest, and the time and 
effort they put into these courses. 

I wish to commend Mrs. Pearl Thompson, and her 
staff, for the fine work that is being done in our school. 
I again would like to encourage the parents and friends 
of the school to visit and consult with the teachers. 

Appleton Academy continues to render New Ips- 
wich an excellent service as its high school. We feel that 
the several changes in the staff this year have strength- 
ened our program, and enabled us to render more serv- 
ice to the pupils. All have been most cooperative and 
interested in the task at hand, namely to give its pupils 
the best education possible. 


School Lunch Program 

The Central School Lunch Program continues to 
operate effectively and efficiently under the direction 
and management of Mrs. Lawrence Davis, assisted by 
Mrs. William Somero. The school lunch accountant 
this year is Mr. Charles Dignan. Approximately 150 
children per day have been participating in this pro- 
gram. 

The Appleton Academy School Lunch program is 
also functioning effectively under the direction of Miss 
Maude Whitcomb, assisted by Mrs. Fisher and Mrs. 
Maxwell. They are feeding approximately 100 pupils 
per day. 


Building and Grounds 

We find that our building is in excellent condition 
and with small annual maintenance expenditures, such 
condition can be maintained. Mr. William Somero, 
school custodian, assumed full-time custodial duties in 
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July and has been largely responsible for the work that 
has been done on the building and grounds. We are 
fortunate in having a man who is skilled in so man 
trades. His ability to do all kinds of work well has been 
a decided saving to the district. 

Much work has been done on the grounds and there 
is a great deal yet to be done. The largest project was 
that of developing a road through the school lot so that 
buses can move onto the school grounds, thereby elim- 
inating the undesirable situation of picking up the 
children and disembarking them on the main road. 
Tiles were placed in the brook adjacent to the school 
lot and at the rear exit of the road, thereby permitting 
an earth bridge to be constructed so that a continuous 
entrance and exit road could be projected through the 
school lot. It is planned to tar this area this summer so 
that the work that has been done will not continuously 
be repeated. A sum of money has been provided in the 
budget to take care of this. It is planned also to tar 
certain other sections of the play area so that our chil- 
dren will have a dry place on which to play for the 
greater part of the year. The sand and clay content of 
the soil, on certain areas of the playground, rapidly 
deteriorates into a sea of mud at certain times during 
the year, and with our school population growing, the 
play area per child is considerably restricted. 

The proposed fencing program will be completed 
this spring. 

It will be recalled that $150 was appropriated last 
March to purchase a piece of land from Mr. Lampi. 
However, upon getting accurate boundary lines run on 
the district property, it was found that the desired piece 
of land was not as large as anticipated. The School 
Board felt that it would be an unwise purchase, and 
would add very little to the play area, consequently 
the negotiations were not completed.

School Board Policy and Plans 

The greatest problem facing school administrators 
and school boards today is to find qualified and certified 
elementary teachers, to fill vacant positions, and newly 
created positions, and to retain the good teachers who 
are presently in the system. Teacher training institu- 
tions are not turning out teachers rapidly enough to fill 
the needs. This is not only a local problem, it is a na- 
tional problem as well. For the past several years we 
have been filling the void with people who had former- 
ly taught, but dropped out of teaching for various rea- 
sons. These people are good teachers but so many of 
them have been absorbed that this supply is now almost 
non-existent. 

There are two factors that influence the obtaining of 
good teachers. One, the working conditions must be 
good and secondly, the salaries must be attractive. 

In an effort to make the salaries attractive in New 
Ipswich, the New Ipswich School Board and the teach- 
ers worked out together the salary program printed in 
this report. It was felt that this schedule provided fair 
compensation for the services rendered and a reward 
for the teacher who devoted time and expended effort 
in obtaining additional training and education; a plan 
whereby the teachers could see where they would be 
salary-wise after remaining in the system for a period 
of ten years. 

A review of the cost of this program, projected over 
the next several years indicates that it is not one that 
would create an extreme financial hardship on the com- 
munity. 

It is interesting to note that if all teachers presently 
in the system are retained, two will reach their maxi- 
mum in 1959-60; one in 1960-61; one in 1961-62; two in 
1962-63; and one in 1965-66. 

In 1965-66, cost-wise, the appropriation for salaries 
will be $6,850 more than is budgeted this year. Over 
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the next eight years, this would result in an average an- 
nual salary increase of $856.25, a figure that has been 
less than the annual increments the past several years. 
It is also conceivable that some teachers may drop out 
of service because of personal reasons and family obli- 
gations, consequently affecting the salary program. 

Therefore, it might be concluded that the salary 
program adopted by the School Board and the teachers, 
is a fair one and not too costly. The provisions of the 
program follow:

1. Increments of $200 per year for a 10-year period. 

2. Teachers not on the schedule will be paid at a 
rate of $300 until they reach the schedule at their level. 

3. Teachers currently above schedule would receive 
the regular $200 increment until they reach the maxi- 
mum for their training. 

4. Teachers handling any extra-curricula activities 
will be compensated above the schedule at the discre- 
tion of the school board.

6. However, an experienced teacher coming into the 
system shall not receive MORE than the highest paid 
teacher even though his or her years of experience 
might warrant it. 

7. When a teacher changes from one status to an- 
other they shall assume their regular step on the new 
level, with the exception that no teacher shall receive 
more than a $400 increment in any one year. 

8. A teacher shall be allowed ten days sick-leave 
with full pay. The next succeeding 20 days the teacher 
shall receive the difference between his or her daily pay 
and that of the substitute. After the thirtieth day the 
teacher shall receive no compensation. Part-time teach- 
ers shall receive sick-leave benefits on a pro-rata basis. 
This sick-leave shall not be cumulative. 

9. Every teacher shall be required to accumulate 
six credits of education in a planned program within a 
period of five years to be considered a candidate for re- 
election. This five-year period shall be determined by 
the Superintendent in consultation with the teacher. 
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10. The school district shall reimburse a teacher to 
the extent of $12.00 per credit, up to three credits of 
work in any one fiscal year. This reimbursement shall 
occur if the course is taken after the teacher assumes his 
or her teaching duties for the effective contract year. 

11. This schedule will be subject to review periodi- 
cally by the School Board and the teachers. 

In keeping with the principle that school business is 
everybody's business, the New Ipswich School Board 
recently invited representatives from every organiza- 
tion in the community to sit down with them to discuss 
problems that are facing the school board and the 
school district, problems that eventually will affect ev- 
ery adult and child in the community. Such problems 
as transportation, public school finance, projected school 
enrollments and school expansion, were discussed at the 
first meeting, held on January 25. The following organ- 
izations were represented: New Ipswich P.T.A., Apos- 
tolic Lutheran Church, Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
New Ipswich Congregational Church, New Ipswich 
Town Officers, Watatic Grange, Leonard I. Kangas 
American Legion Post, L. I. Kangas American Legion 
Auxiliary, New Ipswich Lions Club, and the New Ips- 
wich Taxpayers Association. 

This group has taken upon itself to make a thorough 
study of the school transportation problem in New Ips- 
wich as its first project and work is now under way, 
gathering the details. Realizing that this is a momen- 
tous task, it is planned to have the results of this study, 
and perhaps others, available to the community prior 
to the 1958 annual school district meeting. 

The organization of such a group is a great step for- 
ward in creating common understandings and common 
goals. More community planning of this nature is high- 
ly desirable, not only for school purposes but also for 
other departments of town government. The kind of 
schools a community has is dependent on the kind of 
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education it is willing to purchase. The same can be 
said of fire departments, water departments and other 
community Services. 


Special Articles 

Article 9 authorizes the School Board to enter into 
an exclusive contract with Appleton Academy for the 
education of its pupils in grades 9-12, for the school 
year 1957-58, and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$24,050 for this purpose. It is estimated that New Ips- 
wich will have approximately 74 pupils attending Ap- 
pleton Academy next fall. The Committee of Instruc- 
tion, in setting up their budget for 1957-58, has set the 
tuition fee at $325 per pupil. This may be compared to 
that of Peterborough and Jaffrey, which will be the 
State Average as peared by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, namely $354. 

earicle 10 gives the voters an opportunity to decide 
on whether or not they wish to transport students to 
Appleton Academy, who are in grades 9-12, and live 
two or more miles from the school. As a result of dis- 
trict action at the special district meeting on October 9, 
1956, the district has been transporting these pupils to 
the Academy at a cost of approximately $600. A study 
made recently of those pupils who would be eligible 
to ride next year, reveals that approximately 52, in 
grades 9-12, will be eligible to ride, with approximately 
11 of these coming in by private cars. In 1956-57 there 
were 82 eligible to ride, with 11 coming in by private 
car, making a total being transported of 21. With an 
estimated number of 41 to ride next fall, three of whom 
will be coming in from the High Bridge area, it appears 
that our present program of transporting pupils will 
effectively handle all who are eligible and interested in 
using district transportation. The $800 figure requested 
includes $200 for the three pupils who are eligible for 
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transportation and living in the High Bridge area. 
These three pupils will be entering grade 9. 

Articles 11 and 12 provide the voters an opportunity 
to consider the desirability of establishing a capital re- 
serve fund for the purpose of purchasing land for future 
school expansion, and perhaps later for other purposes. 
This sum would be turned over to the Trustees of Trust 
Funds and would draw interest until such time as it 
was needed for the purpose designated. It appears that 
this is a good business proposal. New Ipswich is a 
growing community, and without question it has not 
seen the last of its school building programs. The first 
need is land for expansion. Thus the reason for pro- 
posing the contingency fund for this purpose. 


Finance 

The School Board’s Budget for 1957-58 calls for an 
appropriation of $89,961.81, an increase of $4,887.39 
over that of last year. However, due to an increase in 
anticipated income, it appears that the assessment in- 
crease will be $3,467.21. The major increases are re- 
flected in the following areas: Tuitions $2,935; Teach- 
ers Salaries $1,120; Fuel $850; Administration $278.70; 
Instructional Supplies $75; Custodial Salaries $300; 
Teacher Retirement $104.69; New Equipment and Cap- 
ital Outlay $430; Repairs and Replacements $25; and 
Health Supervision $10. Decreases were effected in the 
following areas: Transportation $505 (subject to dis- 
trict action); Interest $211: Insurance $20. 
Conclusion 

I wish to again express my appreciation to the New 
Ipswich School Board and to the parents and citizens 
of New Ipswich for their excellent support, understand- 
ing and helpfulness this past year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


This has been a year of clinics in the New Ipswich 
Public School. First in October the children were 
transported to Milford to receive their second shot of 
polio vaccine and in May the first clinic was arranged 
for the remainder of the children in New Ipswich from 
one year to fifteen years of age. At this latter clinic 238 
children were inoculated, pre-school and school chil- 
dren. 

During the month of March and the first of April 
Dr. Earl Roy had a temporary dental office in the 
Teachers Room at the Central School and examined 
and treated the children’s teeth. The clinic was spon- 
sored by the P.T.A. and Mrs. Bays and Mrs. Luhtala 
assisted on two different days, while the children were 
becoming familiar with the dentist. I made arrange- 
ments for the clinic in preparing forms for permission, 
etc., and also aided in maintaining records for the two 
clinics. Much book work goes with all clinics and must 
be carefully done or much will be lost. I also aided in 
the work at both polio and dental clinics. 

The children were examined by Dr. Cayward dur- 
ing the school year and I assisted him with the work. 
He found the following defects: 


Enlarged tonsils ee 
Defective teeth 70 
Enlarged cervical glands ] 
Asthma I 
Heart murmur 4 
Skin allergy 2 


My work also included four home visits to check on 
defects among the children and I had many consulta- 
tions with the parents on a social basis. 

There were many cases of German Measles among 
the older children in town.
